Guardian of the Jail In India. 


The jail fixed establishment consisted 


of a native jailer, with deputies and a 
few paid warders, with » semimilitary 
guard for sentry •work, armed \vith 
mnskets and provided with ammunition, 
most of which was so old and damp from 
the climate that it had to bo destroyed 
periodically. 
They were commanded 


and drilled by a handsome old pensioned 
Subahdar (native officer). 
This old gen- 


tlernnn wore a collar of gold beads round 
his neck, and over his dress of spotless 
white an embroidered sword belt sup- 
ported a native sword in a green and 
gold scabbard. Ho was a striking look- 
ing old man, with strict notions of dis- 
cipline and duty. His father had been at 
Plassy with Chve. 


It was part of this officer's duty to 


make his morning leport at the magis- 
trate's house, if the magistrate had not 
had time to go to the jail on his morn- 
ing round1. 
HJS usual report was brief 


and emphatic. "My lord, the jail ia all 
well." One moa.iing he continued it 
thus: "Be it Lnonn to your lordship 
that the jail cat has had five kittens. 
Will jour loidbhip order that the cat 
have an extra lation of milk?" This he 
said in the guivest \oice, with his hand 
still at his forehead in military salute 
When the order was given for the cat's 
extra intion he rmuehoil off without the 
shadow of u siml<> on Ins faco, while the 
magistrate lom.uri* cl almost convulsed 
with suppressed laughter —National Re-

P.iimtim Flats. 


Panama hats m o so named from the 


circumstance of thuir being shipped 
from the poit of Panama 
They are 


manufactured inEc-nadoi and the neigh- 
boung states 
Tho inatenal used is the 


fiber of the leaf of the screw pine, which 
is related to the p Urns 
It grows only 


on the slopes of the Andes. Thetieeis 
debcnbed as having no trunk. 
The 


leaves me on blender steins that spring 
from the ground. They are about two 
feet long, tan shaped and four parted. 
Each of the segments is ten cleft, BO that 
when tho leaf is folded, as in the bud, 
there : re eighty layers. 


Tho fiber of these leaves is finely 


plaited, and each hat consists of a single 
piece of work. The plaiting of the hats 
is a slow and tiresome process. Coarse 
hats may be finished in two or three 
daj's, but tho fine ono takes as many 
months 
Tho work is begun at tho 


crown and finished nt the brim. The 
hat is made on a block, which is placed 
on the knees, and has to be constantly 
pi essed with tho breast. 


About 200,000 dozens of these hats are 


made every year. The price \ aries ac- 
cording to the firmness of the material 
and the quality of the work. They are 
valued at from $5 to $100.—Youth's Com- 
panion 


How Old tho Eaitli Is. 


Dr. Hanghton, calculating from the 


obsei \ ed thickness of tho rocks down to 
the imocene teitiary, and assuming a 
period of 8,016 yeais for each foot de- 
posited on tho ocean bed, finds, for tho 
age of the stratified rocks, a period of 
1,520,730,000 years 
Assuming the rate 


of denudation, however, as ten times 
greater in ancient tunes than at present, 
and adding one-third for the period since 
the iniocene tertiary, he arrives at a final 
result of 200,000,000 years.

thickness he assumes, namely, 177,200 
feet, or over thirty-three miles.—Gentle- 
man's Magazine. 


Sugar In Clover. 


An enthusiast on the imbject states 


that each head of clover is composed of 
about sixty distinct flower tubes, and 
each of these contain sngnr not to ex- 
ceed the five-hundredth part of a grain. 
The proboscis of the honey bee must, 
therefore, be inserted into BOO clover 
tubes before one grain of sugar can be 
obtained. There are 7,000 grains in a 
pound, and as honey contains three- 
fourths of its weight of dry sugar ea*h 
pound of clover honey would represent 
tho insertion of its proboscis into 2,500,- 
000 clover heads.—New York Telegram.

EUROPE EXCITED. 


BY TELEGRAPH! 


Dispatches from Europe report that 


the British have landed a detachment of 
marines with a battery of field pieces and 
several galling guns ou the Island of 
Mytilene in the Grecian archipelago, bo- 
longing to Turkey, nnd formally taken 
possession of it in the name of the Queen. 
This island, which lias an aieaof 270 
square miles and ft population of over 
40.000, is a position of great strategic ad- 
vantages, and its occupancy by Great 
Britain would enable that power to com- 
mand the Dardanelles, which is a nar- 
row strait between 
Turkey 
in Europe 


and Asia Minor. 


The object of this movement on the 


part of Great Britain, is said to bo to 
prevent the Russians from having a pass- 
age for their war vessels from the Black 
aea to the Mediterranean. Should the 
report prove to be a fact, it may precipi- 
tate tho war which has been threatened 
in Europe for years. 
Turkey must resist 


the invasion of its territory 01 Russia will 
make it a pretext for sending un army in 
tha direction of Constantinople. 
That 


wonld be the signal for a general war, in 
which Austria, Russia 
and England 


would participate, and possibly Germany 
and Fiance might take a hand. 
Russia 


has boon noxious for generations to ex- 
tend its boundaries south to Constanti- 
nople, to enable it to havn an outlet for 
its fleet from the Black sea, and it would 
long ago have gratified its desire had it 
not been for England and France. 
Now 


if England has invaded and taken pos- 
session of Turkish territory, and Turkuy 
does not resist the invasion, a Russian 
army may start south at once. 


Whatever foundation there may be for 


tho rumor that England has taken pos 
session of Mytileno, it has caused intense 
excitement in Europe and had a depress- 
ing effect on the money markets ia the 
principal cities, as war would bo the in- 
evitable result of the act. 
This, while it 


wonld mean death to thousands in Eu- 
rope, would be of incalculable benefit to 
the farmers of the United States, as it 
would send wheat up to double its pres- 
ent pi ice. 


IEKIOATION. 


The Irrigation Convention will meet at 


Salt Lake City to-day. It is expected 
that fifteen States and Territoiies will bo 
represented at the meeting, About forty 
delegates were appointed from Nevada 
thirty of them being appointed by the 
Governor, but of that number probably 
not more than a dozen will attend. 


There will bo ijiute a number of poli- 


ticians in the convention and those will 
probably be the most active members ol 
the body, though details relating to irri- 
gation and practical suggestions regard- 
ing the best methods of supplying water 
will have to be furnished by the scientific 
and farming delegates. 


Tlie convention will doubtless direct 


tho attention of capital to the great ad- 
vantages for investment in tho arid bolt, 
and in that way good may result from it. 
It will probably, also, have some cffuct 
on Congress and may be the means of 
getting moie hbuial appropriations for 
making surveys for storage reservoirs, 
etc. 


Tho opinion prevails, however, that 


the reclamation of the aiid lands of Ne- 
vada will not bo accomplished on an ex- 
tensive scale until the public lands in 
more favored localities are settled. Thou 
the attention of home seekers will be di- 
rected to this Shite, and the waters which 
now run to waste will be stored and uti- 
lized for agricultural purposes. 
This 


time cannot be far distant as government 
lands in States and Territories outside 
tho arid regions, are getting scarcer 
every year, while tho demand for homes 
is steadily increasing. 
Capital to-day 


might hasten tho development of 
the 


agricultural rtsources of the State, but 
for some reason foreign capital does not 
invest in Nevada, and those who have 
made millions in the State, iuvc-st their 
millions elsewhere, and the people en- 
courage them in doing so, as the histoi, 
of Nevada shows that every 0110 of tha" 
class who sought high offices in thoStat 
was elected.

lion is made that wheat will be $1 50 soon 
and possibly $2, a review of the European 
shortage being made on the basis of this 
claim by George M. Miller, editor of the 
State. In speaking of this new address to 
the farmers he Bays: "We still believe a 
arge amount of grain to be held back, one 
that the rusb is practically over. 
Our ad 


vices from thousands of correspondents is 
;o this effect. 
The early sales were b; 


those distressed for money and those no 
connected with the Alliance." 


The circular states that the figures o 


the Vienna Congress show that Europe 
has raised 253,000,000 bushels of when 
and 490,000,000 bushels of rye less than 
last year.

THE EXPERIMENTAL STATION. 


A Botanical Garden At the Old Prison 


Grounds. 


BENO, September 14, 1891. 


EDITOR JOUBNAI,:—Why don't you send 


your special correspondent to the Govern- 
ment Experimental Station below Beno on 
the old Prison grounds, and write up for 
the benefit of your numerous readers what 
is being done in the way of experiment 
with grain and vegetables? 
Yon will find 


Colonel McDowell at his office near the 
west end of the grounds, and, no doubt, 
he would consider it a pleasure to show 
you around. The Colonel is in charge, but 
what his title is I don't know, though I 
think it is Snp&rintendant. I went there 
last week with a friend to look at tho wheat 
and corn, which I could see from a dis- 
tance wore being cultivated, hot you can't 
imagine my surprise when the Colonel 
took us over the field and showed us almost 
an endless variety of products, some of 
which I never even heard of. 
First, I 


think, there is from six to sixteen varieties 
of wheat, name planted after tho soed was 
blaentoned and some without. This exper- 
iment is liable to prove very valuable to 
our farmers, for it is an open question 
whether vitriol is necessary or not to pre- 
vent smut. 
Tho experiment, however, 


tbii year proves nothing, as no smut was 
found in either that which was doctored or 
the other not treated.

tracts we passed on to the cora fields. 
Here, too, i=i growing half a dozen varie- 
ties.

A Forcible Argument for »'ree Coinage, 


The meeting at Metropolitan Hall, San 


Francisco, to bear Senator Stewart's speeoh 
on free coinage was largely attended. A 
representation of a big silver dollar was 
suspended in front of the speaker's stand, 
and beneath it Ihe inscription "The people 
want all of these they can got." Senator 
Stewart was greeted with cboers, and the 
'ollowing excerpts from his speech are 
copied from tho Chroniqle. 


THE SII/VEB QUESTION EXPLAINED. 


The silver question is a contest between 


the producers and absorbers of wealth. 
When the world was in debt mora than 
$100,000,000,000, which, by agreement, 
was payable in either gold or silver,tl egods 
of usury conspired to change the contract. 
By fraud and stratsgy they secretly oon- 
;rived to stop the coinage o£ silver in the 
United States and Europe and compel pay- 
ment in gold alone. 


At that time it is estimated that the gold 


and silver coin of the world amounted to 
abont §7,500,000,000. Paper money, com- 
mercial credits and other obligations were 
predicated upon tbia stock of gold and 
silver coin for redemption or taymcnt. 
About half of the coin of the world was 
gold, and the other half silver. The rejee- 
ion of silver left no money of final redemp- 
ion but gold. 


MONEI MUST EE INCBEASED. 


It is generally admitted, became it can- 
ot be denied, that the real money of the 


world must be increased to avoid pending 


isaster. There 
are bnt two ways to 


ccomplisb. this result. One is freo coin- 
ge, which, maintained the two metals at 
>arity for thousands of years; the other is 
promise to redeem each silver dollar with 
gold dollar on demand. By tho latter 


method a silver dollar may be kept equal 


a gold dollar in value PO long as the 


jromise of redemption can be fulfilled; but 
f silver is to be kept at par with gold by a 
jromise of redemption in the latter silver 
s only credit money, nnd is no better than 
japer. There aie now about four thousand 
millions of paper in circulation in the 


orld and about thirty-eight hundred 


millions of silver coin. The pretended 
dvooates ot good money who oppose free 
oinage contend that the paper and the 
ilver in circulation mast depend for value 
ipon redemption in gold, and that the 
;old standard must be maintained, not- 
withstanding that thoy^admit that there is 
not enough gold forjthat purpose. 


THE FABMEBS FOB FREE COINAGE. 


The farmers of the United States are 


unanimously in favor of freo coinage, 
?hey must have more money and better 
prices for their products. They have for 
many years sold their wheat and cotton at 
a discount of 30 to 40 per cent, to buy 


;old 
with which to pay obligations con- 


racted to be paid in gold, silver or pope". 


Bat cheap silver has cot on!y reduced 


farm products to the starvation point, bnt 
it has nearly deprived the farmers of this 
country of the Eutopaan market. 
The 


great rivals of the United States, "Russia 
and India, nao silver or depreciated paper. 
They have ast good money now as they 
ever had and it has the same purchasing 
power that silver had before it was demon- 
etized. When their products are sold in 
the European market Bnssia and India get 
as muoh of their own money as they ever 
did, and they are satisfied. Tho United 
States, selling io the name market and 
using dearer money (gold), is compelled to 
take 25 to 30 per cent, loss for its wheat 
and colton than Russia and India. Th* 
result is that every year tho exports of 
wheat and cotton from Russia and India 
increase and tho exports from the United 
States decrease. 


In 1880 tho Uuited '^Slates furnished CO 


percent, of the aggregate amount of wheat 
imported into Europe. 
In 1889 thia 


country contributed less than 23 per cent.

AN AESULD ASSERTION. 


The gold advrcates when driven from 


every other position tell us that freo coin- 
age would flood tho United States with 
foreign silver. This ia the most absurd 
assertion of all. There is no more foreign 
silver iu circulation in any country than is 
required by the people. Very little gold 
circulates as money; none in tbia country 
except on the Pacific const. Silver is uni- 
versal money and the people must have it. 
France controls more than half the silver 
of all Europe. Under the agreement of 
the Latin union, composed of France, Italy, 
Greece, Belgium and Switzerland, it was 
provided that in 1889 each country should 
redeem of tbe other its silver coin. When 
the timo of redemption came Fiauce had 
S120.000.000 of the silver coin of Italy, 
Greece, 
Belgium 
and Switzerland, for 


which she had a right to demand gold. 
She preferred to retain the silver, nnd 
holds it to-day in tho Bank of France. 


TVHil THE ADJIINISTKATION FAVOBED. 
The 
Treasury 
Department 
and the 


Finance Committee of the Senate last 
Winter agreed that $220,000,000 of new 
money ought to be added to the volume of 
the circulation, but they were unwilling 
that this should bo done by the free coin- 
age of silver. They demanded that it 
should be done by the issuance of 2 per 
cent, bonds, to be taken tip by the national 
banks as a basis of paper circulation. 
They do not object to increasing credit 
money, but any attempt to increase the 
volume of mo coy of ultimate redemption 
is against tbe orders of the bondholders. 
The only fear with free coinage is tbat 
there will not be gold and silver enough for 
ase as money. There never was too muoh 
of either metal or both combined. 
The 


people demand all the metallic money that 
can be produced. 


BESOLUTIONS AJXJPTF.D. 


At the conclusion of Senator Stewart's 


speech, which was heartily applauded, the 
following preamble and resolutions were 
adopted by a unanimous vote: 


WHEBEAS, Nearly twenty years ogo the 


United States Government, following in 
the footsteps o£ Germany and 
Great 


Britain and other cowering nations to the 
dictates c' the gold ring,' made the mistake 
of 
demonetizing 
silver, 
at a loss of 


hundreds of millions of dollars to tho 
people, who have been struggling in vain 
for years, through Congress, to re-establish 
silver; and whereas, the Senate of the 
United States having passed the Free 
Coinage of Silver bill, and President Har- 
rison, iu a recent speech at Albany, N. Y., 
having expressed himself in favor of the 
Government providing the people with 
plenty of good money, and the Formers' 
Alliance and united labor of the Union, 
constituting two-thirds of the voting pop- 
ulation, are demanding that Congress at 
its forthcoming session provide for the free 
coinage of American silver; therefore, 


Resolved, By this mass meeting, that 


our repreflontatives in Congress for Cali- 
fornia be especially requested to make 
urgent demand for the legislation desired 
in the passage of the Freo Coinage 
American Silver bill immediately 
taking their seats. 


Resolved, That we demand that Presi- 


dent Harrison sign the till immediately 
lifter its passage, and be true to the pro- 
tection principles upon which he wns 
pledged and elected.

Mr. Sherman's charge that the mine- 


owners demand more for their silver than 
its market value has no more foundation 
in truth than his assertion that the silver 
party is confined to the silver miners. No 
act has ever baen passed, no bill has ever 
been introduced and no proposition hag 
ever been made in or out of Congress 
which by any possibility could give the 
miner more than the market value of his 
silver. Under the Bland act the Govern- 
ment bought silver at its market price and 
paid it out at ita coin value, and, according 
to the statement of the Director of the 
Mint, made a net profit of $70,000,000. 
Under tha act of July 14, 1890, which sub- 
stituted the Bland act, the Government 
does not buy silver with money raised from 
taxation, but issues legal tender Treasury 
notes in exchange for silver bullion at its 
market price, dollar for dollar. Four and 
one-half million ounces per month are 
received by the Government on these con- 
ditions. When the Government coins tbe 
silver it will make the difference between 
the market price and the coin value the 
same as it did under the Bland act. Free 
coinage would give the owner of bullion 
the exact market price for his silver— 
nothing more and nothing less. Under

DIVING FOK LOST GOLD 


SEA DIVERS RECOVER NEARLY HALF 


A MILLION OF MONEY 


How the Treasure of tho Alphonso XII, 


Sunk Off tho Canary Island*, Was Secured 
by Captain Steven*' Clover Work—Kino 
Month* of Toll nelow Water. 
Some time ago we gave an interesting 


account of the diving exhibit nt the 
naval exhibition, and referred briefly to 
the recovery of a vast quantity of treas- 
nre from the Alphonso XII. Mr. A. D. 
Btevena, a son of Captain Stevens, who 
bad charge of the expedition, now writes 
as follows: 


In February, 1884, the Spanish mail 


steamer Alphonso XT!, belonging to the 
Lopez line, bound from Cadiz to Havana, 
sunk off Point Gando, Grand Canary, 
in twenty-five and a half fathoms of 
water and about a mile from tho shore. 
She had on board £100,000 worth of 
Spanish dollars, these being the only 
five dollar pieces bearing the year 1844, 
which were specially coined for the trip. 
Tho insurance was effected on the specie 
at Lloyds and was paid over to the in- 
surers after the vessel foundered. 


More than a year had elapsed before 


the underwriters organized a salvage ex- 
pedition, and in May, 1885, Captain L. 
T. Stevens, a Lloyds surveyor of great 
experience in salvage operations, was 
intrusted with the expedition, taking 
with him three well known divera— 
namely, Messrs. Lambert, Tester and 
Davis.. Special diving apparatus had to 
be constructed for the work by Messrs. 
Siebe & Gorman, the submarine engi- 
neers, and in the above month Captain 
Stevens and his men left Liverpool in 
Hie steamship Niger for Las Palmas, and 
arrived at their destination on the 25th, 
of May. 


LOCATING THE WRECK, 


On the morning of tho 29th Captain 


Stevens preceded in the steam launch 
Alinnzn in search of the wreck, a strong 
trade wind from the northeast, with a 
i-hoppy sea, blowing at the time. On 
arriving nt her supposed position he 
steamed about, sounding at intervals, en- 
denvoring to strike the wreck, but failed 
to do so. Captain Stevens then employed 
n boat's crew of fishermen to assist him 
in finding her, and after some little time 
the fishermen gave a signal, and on steam- 
ing up he fonnd that they had swept the 
foretopgallantmast, and on looking down 
through the water he distinctly saw the 
shadow of the mast and the foretopgal- 
lantsail loose and flouting in the water 
nt a depth of six fathoms. 


He then had the topgallantmast buoyed, 


arid as soon as the weather moderated he 
intended laying down moorings, so as to 
p1.ice the vessel in such a position, that 
Uie diving was to be done from directly 
over the wreck. 


The money was in the mail room, al- 


most at the bottom of the vessel, and to 
obtain access to thut part of the ship 
it was 'found nccessrtry to blow up the 
decks. The dangers and difficulties which 
were experienced in these operations were 
of the most extraordinary nature. Not 
only bravery, but great patience and per- 
severance, had to be exercised, as testi- 
fied by the fact that Captain Stevens and 
his plucky divera were about nine months 
on the island before they had completed 
their task. 


The wreck lay on a ridge of rocks, and 


one of the fears entertained before the ex- 
plosion was effected was that the force 
might precipitate the vessel to almost 
fathomless depths. 
But 
fortunately, 


through Captain Stevens' great experi- 
ence in the use of explosives, tho fear wag 
not realized. 


ALL EOT $50,000 RECOVERED. 


When the explosion took place one of 


the masts shot right out of the water, 
and thousands of dead fish came to the 
surface. Another difficulty, and proba- 
bly the greatest the divera had to en- 
counter, was the extreme pressure of the 
water at so great a depth, but the gal- 
lant fellows were most enthusiastic in 
their work, and, although Captain Ste- 
vens had been advised to abandon al1 
hope of recovery of the treasure, he was 
sanguine of success directly fine weather 
would set in. And his hopes were soon 
realized, for on Nov. 17, after waiting 
anxiously and patiently, he had the 
pleasure of wiring to London as follows: 
'Lambert has got both scuttles open, 
mid succeeded in sending np first box ot 
Eold." Thia was glorious newa to al! 
concerned, and especially to Captain 
Stevens, who had charge of suoti a tedi- 
ons undertaking. 


The saving of the remaining boxes of 


gold was now merely a question of op- 
portunity. Dip after dip was made by 
Messrs. Lambert and Tester with vari- 
ous success, and by Dec. 12 they had re- 
covered between them six boxes, the 
lion's share being obtained by Mr. Lam- 
bert, thus leaving a balance of four boxea 
to bo raised. In a very short time, con- 
sidering the unfavorable weather, they 
succeeded in sending np three more 
boxes, making in all nine boxes, or £90,- 
000 out of £100,000. 


Unfortunately, the lust box could not 


be fonnd, so Captain Stevens and hia 
plucky divers had to come away without 
it 
No praise is too great for the man- 


nor in which Messrs. Lambert and Tester 
worked under such an able commander. 
1 have noted these few facts down from 
my dead father's log book. As the treas- 
ure chest and the gold dollars at the 
n;ival exhibition attract so much atten- 
tion I send you these additional facts.— 
Pall Mall Budget. 


A Kow Find nt BIllo. 


Milo, the island of the Cyclades in 


which the famous Venus of Milo was 
discovered, has again been the scone of 
the unearthing of n, splendid example of 
ancient Hellenic art. Tho new "find" is 
the marble statue of n boxer, somewhat 
above life size, which is almost as per- 
fect after its burial under tho dust of 
centuries as it was when it came fresh 
from the hands of its sculptor. The 
statue has been shipped to Athens, where 
n commission of Greek arcliieologists, 
lided by some members of tbo German 
Archaeological institute in Athens, will 
report upon the period of its origin and 
its probable creator.—Pall Mall Gazette.
